As to what relates inci to 


bim, from the time he was confined 55 


in Newgate, till his execution; it is 

ſufficient to obferve, that the facts 
here related of him, give all reaſon-

He was, as to his natural diſpofition, 
oö ſome- a 
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ſomewhat "heavy, and flow of appre- 
henſion, though a man of ordinary 


ſenſe, which might account in ſome 
e for his want of that parti- 
cular ſpiritedneſs of expreſſion in the 
go ues he witnegſed to the laſt, 


which has been obſervable in err 


like monuments of the Divine Mer- 


cy ; particularly in the late Edward 


Meir, whoſe cafe is generally known 


in this city.

He ſpoke it 
with ſeeming indifference : fo the matter went no 
farther then. 

On their return home, juſt as 1 entered the 
Bay of Biſcay, Andrew Zekerman ſecretly acquainted 
Richard St, Quinten, that he, Peter Mac Kinlie, and 
George Gidley' intended to make away with the reſt 
of the ſhip's Company, and fecure the treaſure on 
board for their own uſe : And that they intended 
him as an accomplice : St. Quinten entirely diſap- 
proved the deſign, and could not believe, as he de- 


elared, they were really 1 in earneſt.  Lekerman char- 4 | 


ged him to ſay nothing about it. 

The next morning the three perſons aiready na- 
med ' ſpoke of the affair to /. Quinten, while they 
were at breakfaſt together; adding that if he offered 
to diſcloſe it, he himſelf ſhould be the firſt ſufferer. 
They ſought an opportunity that night to execute 
their bloody deſign ; but miſſing it, reſolved to de- _ 
fer it till they came into the channel; ſuppoſing 
that then, the paſſengers at leaſt, would go on ſhore, .

On the third night after they had ſet fail from 
Crook-Hawen, being the zoth of November, 1765, at

Between the hours of Ten and Eleven, Captain 


Gachriw being then on the watch, together with 
Mac Kinlie, Gidley, and Zekerman, and walking on 
the Quarter Deck, Mac Kinlie ſtept from the main 

Deck towards the compals, as tho he would obſerve 
the ſhip's courſe; and watching his opportunity, as 


Captain Cochran turned his back towards him, ſei- 
ed him round the middle, and forced him on the 
main deck; where Gidley, being prepared, ſmote 


him with an Iron Bar on the head, which immedi- © 
ately killed him. Upon hearing the captain's out- 


cry, and the noiſe on deck, St. Quinten, being then 


dozing in the Fore Caſtle, ran up, and ſeeing Mac 


Kinlie and Gidley laying hold of the dead body, 


 alliſtedto throw it over board. 


The Mate and his brother, Charles and James

She had for anſwer, that their 
Captain had been out of his mind, and attempted | 
to kill them all, and that they had flung him over- | 
array She ſhriek'd and ſaid, her Huſband was 


Mac Kinlie, who had juſt then taken the hem 


from Zeckerman, cried out to him, to throw her 


overboard ; and added in a rage, You-have done 


nothing yet.” Upon which, Zecherman laid hold 


on her. Her daughter that inſtant flew to-her arms, 


and both periſhed in the fea together, by the bands 
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They then drew: up the dead body of Captain 
laß upon the Deck; and after imming the fails, 
FKript him of his watch, buckles and every thing of 


value about him, and threw him overboard. 


Having thus far proceeded in their moſt bloody 


defign, they all, except &. Quinien, whom they left 


to 7 the veſſel, went under deck, to clean them- 


. felves from the blood with which they were diſtain- 


ed, and dreſs the wounds, which another of them, 


deßde Mac Kinlie, had received during the Fray. 


They then made for the Jriſh ſhore, When they 
had got within the diſtance of three leagues of it, 


they put out the boat; and having loaded her with 


270 bags of Dollars, and two or three pound weight 


ol Gold duſt, they knocked out the Ballaſt-Port of 
the ſhip, 1 in order to fink her, and put off for land. 


Captain Gla/s's Boy, on ſeeing them put off, and 


knowing the condition in which they lert the ſhip, 
| leaped into the ſea, and ſwam after them. He got 


nh to them, and laid hold on the Gunneh of the 


Boat.

And now, their defign being compleated, they 
thought only of ſecuring and enjoying the reward 
of their villany.
